Bethought 
the frequent attacks of vomiting showed 
that the coats of the stomach were 
somewhat inflamed. Dr. Tanner took 
nothing to-day but a little carbonated 
acid water.

straining the C. B. & Q. from tearing 
up the track. Tbe caw was heard be- 
fore Judge MeCuUooh, Friday, and the 
injunction was dissolved. Early this 
morning • large foroe of the C. B. & 
Q. trackmen wen pat to work tearing 
up the side tracks, and the P. & J. made 
an attempt to resist them, which proved 
futile, the C. B. & Q.-force taking up 
about 600 ioet of track.
